(Special). — All acts passed by the 
l.eeislature at its last session be 
come laws at miduighi to night 
so far as they do not conflict with 
constitutional provisions. The 
first of the new laws to cause 
trouble is that doing away with 
special judges and requiring the 
regular circuit judges to act where 
a judge is ill or disqualified. Gov 
Willson is required, under the new 
liw, to designate a regular judge 
who shall act iu the place of the 
disqualified official. To find regu- 
lar judges who are not holding 
ciurt at the time a vacancy occurs 
is wbat is puzzling the Governoi. 

Another law which is causing 
complications is the act requiring 
eight hours to be a day's work on 
all State work, whether dune by 
contractor or subcontractor.
